DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed 8/20/2009. Claims 1 
and 7 have been amended. Claims 6 and 12-31 have been canceled and claims 32-40 
have been added. Claims 1-5, 7-1 1 , and 32-40 are now pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -5, 7-1 1 , and 32-40 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present claims are allowable over the closest reference: Sun et al. (US 
2003/0001141). 

Sun et al. disclose a nanocomposite comprising a mixture of carbon nanotubes 
and an electron donor compound; an electron emitting element; and an organic polymer 
such as polyolefins, wherein the electron donor compound consists of amino group . 
However, Sun et al. do not disclose the amount of nanotube to be used. 

Thus, Sun et al. do not teach or fairly suggest the nanocomposite comprising: 
about 70 wt % to about 99.99 wt % of at least one polyolefin; and about 0.01 wt % to 
about 30 wt % of at least one modified carbon nanotube . wherein the modified carbon 
nanotube has been functionalized with at least one modifier comprising an alkene.

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art.
